Louis Toellmer Leaves Note Declaring 
‘Tragedy Resulted Because Dora Hil- 
mer Received a Husband’s Attentions 


A jealous man had a falling out: with a 
coquettish woman several months ago and 
asia result the two died last night, each 
with a bullet in the heart. 

The man was Louis Toellmer, 27 years old, 
a machinist who lived at Riverside and 
was employed up to last July at the Argo 
starch works at Summit. The woman was 
Dora Hilmer, 25 years old, who had been 
employed for several years as a domestic 
at La Grange in the residence of F. F, Fish er. 
Hér home was at Ayrshire, Ia. 

Ever since Miss Hilmer came to the west- 
ern suburb Toelhmer had been her constant 
and devoted admirer. 

He arrived at the Fisher residence, 824 
South Walola avenue, late in the afternoon 
and was left alone in the kitchen with Miss 
Hilmer. A few minutes later the family and 
neighbors were startled by two oho fired 
in rapid succession.

the two lying in a pool of blood: Toellmer 
was dead, and Miss Hilmer died tnia few 
minutes. The revolver was in the dead man's 
hand. 

Toelimer had \left a note at his boarding 
house, stating what he was going to Woiand 
as ja reason alleging that Miss Hilmer had 
been receiving attentions from a married 
man.

Arthur Burrage Farwell Denounces Sa- 
loons as Defiers of the Law.

By 
inference. his sueceeding remafks were tak- 
en by the audience to be an attack on the 
sage of Danville, 

‘ For years the people of this country were 
poisoned by adulterated foods put on the 
market by unscrupulous persons,” said Mr. 
Barnes. ‘‘ For two years a bill to Gefeat 
this practice was held up by that ° favorite 
son of Illinois best fitted to be president.’ I 
have information that an influential news- 
paper organization ceuged him to withdraw 
hie opposition. 

‘Who was responsible for the holding up 
of the forest reserve bill? One man, * Uncle 
Joe’ Cannon.

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HEALY REFUSES 
- TAINTED VOTES. 
Makes Fair Play Challenge by 


Moving to Cut Out Precinct 
Where He Had Plurality. 


OTHER SIDE BALKS AT IT. 


Fears Precedent Would Pave the 


Way to Eliminate Entire Lead 
Claimed by Wayman. 


A new challenge to fair play: that also estab- 
lished a precedent influencing the entire con- 
test for the republican nomination for the 
State's attorneyship was issued yesterday by 
the attorneys for John J. Healy in Judge Cut- 
iting’s court. 

Attorney Henry Russe!! Piatt, representing 
Mr. Healy, asked that the vote in the Tweifth 
precinct of the First ward be invalidated be- 
cause it was “ tinctured With fraud,’ and in- 
Vited proof submitted to the grand jury of 
any other such instances whereby his client 
had benefited. 

The opposing counwe! shied at this unex- 
pected invitation to meet the contestant on 
Open ground, asserted that they smelt a trap, 
and opposed the striking out of the Rreeracs 
from the totals. 

Judge Cutting, with a frank statement that 
a large mumber of the votes were cast fraud- 
uiently, ruled that there was no action for 
him to take except to wipe out the question- 
able part of the record. 

The step cost Mr. Healy 182 votes, perhaps 
Seventy of which his representatives discov- 
ered were ‘iliegal. John L. W. Wayman’s 
seven votes in the precinct were allowed to 
stand, on the protests of his attorneys, and 
thereby was supported the contention of the’ 
Healy forces that where a great fraudulent 
majority was rolled up for one candidate it 
could be erased without affecting the vote 
Cast for his opponent. 


Court Ruling Due Tomorrow. 

This has been the hope of Mr. Healy’s 
friends. in contemplating the Ninth ward, 
where limitless dishonesty has been proved. 
Evidence already has been taken fn the first 
thirteen precincts of the ward and herealone 
the “ Billy" Cooke machine herded in 1.076 
votes for Wayman, while the Healy means 
ers polled lesre than 100. 

If the ruling of the court is followed after 
the testimony concerning the frauds in these 
precincts is completed it is possible that here 
alone all but 150 votes of the entire Wayman 
plurality may be wiped out. 

The outcome rests partly upon decisions of 
Judge Cutting that wil be given tomorrow

quirements cannot be ruled out. 

Upon the handing down of these decisions 
in writing the attorneys for the contestant

of the First ward ‘precinct. 


Healy Wants Only Honest Votes. 

Attorney Platt’s unforeshadowed step in 
refusing to accept for his client any pre- 
cinets where the vote was not shown on the 
returns to be honest came at the opening of 
court... It created a sensation, for such an 
action never was known before in political 
circles. 

“When thie contest began,’ he said, “I 
stated upon the authorization of Mr. Healy 
that it was not his desire to accept the bene- 
fit of any votes where he found the election 
had been tinctured with fraud of hich he 
was the beneficiary. 

* Reports have come to his akterst ihe that 
frauds of which he was the unwitting bene- 
ficiary prevailed in the Twelfth precinct of 
‘the First ward on primary day. His friends 
have made an investigation of the conditions 
which existed in that precinct on Aug. 8, and 
as it is becoming more apparent every day 
that the queation of time is an important one 


in this case, we, without occupying the time 
“necessary to detail here the results of the in- 


vestigation, move to cast out the entire vote‘ 
cast in that precinct for Mr. Healy. 

** We believe that fifty, if not sixty or sev- 
enty of the votes polled for Mr. Healy there 


were the votes of men not qualified electors. 


It js plain that the acceptance by the elec- 
tion officials in that precinct of so huge a 
mass of illegal’ votes reveals a condition 
proving there could not have been e@ proper 
registration of the true vote in the precinct. 


Wants All Frauds Punished. 

“In renewing my motion to exclude Mr. 
Healy's vote in this precinct upon the ground 
that it was tinctured with fraud, I want to 
repeat the notification to Mr: Wayman’s 
counsel that whatever evidence they have 
of fraud in that precinct will, I trust, be 
submitted to the state's attorney, whose pur- 
pose it is to punish all election frauds, re- 
gardiess of who committed them or w ho bene- 
fited by them. That same-statement applies 
to any frauds existing in any parts of the 
city where, I understand, Mr. Wayman’s 
friends have been hard at work.” 


Counsel for Wayman Is Wary. 

Attorney Francis W. Walker, who had been 
thrown into deep thought by the firet under- 
standing of his opponent's intentions, replied 
to him. 

“The attitude of counsel and his client is 
eminently proper inasmuch as the punish- 
ment of fraud should never be onesided.’’ 
he said, “* but, while we do expect to produce 
abundant evidence showing the fallacy cf the 
counsel's claim of fraud ig the Ninth ward 
and have evidence of frauds in wards which 
have not been touched upon in this contest 
up to the present moment, we do not care to 
place in the hands of Mr. Healy now a 
tranecript of our defense bY handing our 
evidence to State's Attorney Healy. 

“We do not join in the motion of Mr. 
Healy's counsel solely because we do not now 
desire to set a precedent in the First ward 
which could be taken advantage of by Mr. 
Healy's counsel later in an effort to throw 
out entire precincts in the Ninth ward. 

“The state's attorney may admit fraud 
fin this precinct, but we do not. We know 
nothing about it. It is not our duty to know 
at the present time. It is the work of the 
‘state’s attorney to investigate these matters 
in-the regular course of the duties of his 
office.” 

Healy Votes Are Thrown Out. 

Mr. Platt attempted to speak again, but Mr. 
Walker again interposed: 

“This is simply @ game. He is seeking a 
bill of particulars such as he refused to give 
us. If he knew ebout these frauds why hasn't 
he acted before?’ 

Mr. Heaiy’s representative started to ex- 
plain that the proof of dishonesty had just 
been completed eatisfactorily and that if 
similar circumstances were uncovered else- 
where the same action would be taken, but 
the court stopped him. 

“I don't see that tiere is anything more to 

be said,”- he ruled. “ You have asked that 
these votes be thrown out and I shall comply 
with your request.

Common lake water! flterea once through 
ordinary filter paper, was gold to various 
departments in the city hall'as the superior 
product of a spring at Silver Lake, Wis., 
until the department of health investigated. 

This became known yesterday, and was the 
basis for the attack made on tome brands of 
highly recommended table waters the night 
before in a public address by Dr. J. F. Biehn, 
director of the muni 1 laboratory. 

The concern is no onger ling its ** pure 
spring water” from Lake Michigan to the 
city hall, and has been advised that it will 
be. prosecuted if it again puts lake water: in 

consin ‘ spring water’’ bottles. _ 

e first delivery of water to the city hall 
from the firm in question was satisfactory. 
It really’ was spring water from Wisconsin. 
Subsequént deliveries came in the same bot- 
tles, but did not taste the same, and an analy- 
sis by Dr. Biehn indicated ft was nothing 
more than lake water. 

Confronted with the ericende of his deceit, 
the proprietor of the water admitted he was 
selling lake Water, but said that it was under- 
stood to be nothing else, Then he said that 
sometimes he ran out of bottles, and wa 
forced to use the spring water bottles for the 
lake water. 


Trickery in Use of Bottles. 

This same dealer in spring water, ft ap- 
pears, has been using the bottles of a well 
known concern which sells table water from 
Waukesha, Wis., and Hinckley & Schmitt. 
the Chicago distributors of the water, have 
taken their bottles fram his wagon. 

“There are half a dozen small dealers in 
this city,”’ said Mr. Hinckley, “ who are con- 
tinually practicing this imposition upon the 
public. They open an office. Get lake water 
or water from some spring, and then sell it 


. at fancy prices. They last a little while and 


then they go out of business Meanwhile, 
the people who are under the impression that 
they are bing protected from such diseases 
as malarial and typhoid fever, dysentery. 
and other diseases. are ofteh much more 
susceptible to those diseases than if they 
drank the lake water straight from the hy- 
drants.”’ 

Gets After North Shore Dealers. 

There are three or four wells in the morth- 
ern suburbs of Chicago where water is bot- 
tled upon a small scale and sold in this city 
on the suburbs, and Dr. Biehn will turn his 
attention to them at once. If the water is 
impure the city can condemn it. Otherwise 
the only way to prevent an imposition upon 
the public is by exposing It or by proceeding 
against the dealer under the state law. 

A bottle of lake water that is sold for spring 
water, as wa» done at the city hall, is evi- 
dence that the state pure food law is being 
violated. 

Demands Protection for Public. 

* Hereafter,” sald Dr. Biehn, “ evidence 
that the pubHe is being imposed upon by 
means of falsely labeled bottles or brands 
will be turned over to the !'linols pure food 
commission in the hope that they will in- 
stitute prosecutions. These people should be 
shown up. It is obtaining moné¢y under false 
sretenses. Any one can have the large bulk 
receptacles branded by means of any fancy 
names he chooses and by filling them with 
lake water directly from the hydrant make 
an immense profit, unless we do something 
to stop this growing practice.” 

Most of the departments of the city hall 
now use lake water which hag been filtered 
under direction of the department of health 
and it is considéred safe.

Baldwin Dirigible Makes Many 
Turns in Face of Heavy Wind, 


WRIGHT MAY GET PRIZE, 


Reports from the Hospital Show Aero- 
naut Is Recovering. 


St. Joseph. Mo., Sept. 19.—[Special.}]—The 
Kalidwin dirigible war balloon made a. suc- 
cessful flight today. Ina trip lasting twenty- 
two minutes and fifteen seconds it covered 
ten miles over a routé mepped ont by the 
aeronauts before the trial was begun. 

Lieut. Foulois was in command with Ser- 
geant Ward as his assistant. The skyship 
completed many turns in the face of a heavy 
gale and returned easily, being brought to 
earth near its starting point 


Orville Wright ts Improving. 

Washington, D. ¢., Sept. 19.—Orville 
Wright, the aeroplanist, showed signs of im- 
provement today at thé Fort Myer hospital, 
and, while the doctors say he is not entirely 
out of danger. his condition is satisfactory. 
Miss Katherine Wright, sister of the aviator, 
visited him twice today, and, several army 
officers and friends of the injured man also 
were permitted to see him. The splint on Mr, 
Wright's Jeg will be adjusted again tomor- 
row morning It probably will be two or 
three months: before Mr. Wright will be able 
to ieave the Fort Myer hospital. 

Secretary of War Luke Wright said today 
it was possible Orville Wright would be 
granted the prize offered by the government, 
despite his accident. On the other hand, 
Charles R. Flint, manager for the Wright 
brothers, sald they would accept no prize 
their task was complete. Wilbur 
Wright probably will come from France to 
complete the tests. 


Board Explains the Mishap. 

At the official investigation of the Wright 
aeropiane accident by the signal corps, what 
is believed to bethe correct theory as to the 
cause of the accident was brought out. Lieut. 
Sweet explained it as follows: | 

“Through the numerous long flights there 
developed an exceptional! straih on one of the 
brackets of the upper strut of the rudder, to 
which a guy’ wire was attached, It is pos- 
sible the continued strain and vibration wore 
out the bracket. When the bracket broke 
the guy wire dropped and became entangied 
in the left propeller, breaking one of the 
blades. 

“The breaking of the wire caused the rud- 
der or tail piece to collapse, and this, it is be- 
lieved, struck against the left propeller. This 
strain on the tall piece broke the lower strut 
and probably allowed the yoke wires to catch 
in the propeller, thus throwing the control 
lever to an extreme position. The wing tip 
control lever, being held tn the same hand by 
the operator as the rudder lever was held, it 
is believed. was also thrown to the extreme 
position. This would cause the plates to be 
sq twisted as to give the machine a sharp 
turn to the left, with a tendency to become 
yertical, thereby decreasing the support, and 
making further control of the aeroplane im- 
possible. i 

The accident does not reflect any discredit 

on the Wright brothers’ fying machine, and 

is one that would probably not happen again 
in a great many years.”

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OKLAHOMA'S LAW 
UNJUST TO BANKS 
Deposit Guarantee Feared by 


All the Institutions It 
Affects. 


ONE CLOSED AS EXAMPLE? 


State’s Money Said: to Have Been 
Moved as Trick to Deceive 
the People. 


That part of the barking law of Oklahoma 
providing for a cepositors’ guarantee fund 
has become a matter of such wide interest 
that THe TRIBUNE presents the features of 
the law, together-with some of: the comments 
of Oklahomans. 

It is charged that Gov. Haskell and Will- 
lam Jennings. Bryan were the authors of the 
law, had it passed, and then caused the clos- 
ing up of the International bank at Coalgate 
to show how the law would work. The Coal- 
gate bank hada capital of $38.000, Its presi- 
cent charges te closing was purely for politi- 
caleffect. — 

The state banks of Oklahoma, which are 
subject to the provisions of the act.-number 
509, and have deposits of substant ally $18,- 
000,000. All but one of the state institutiors 
have availed themselves of the law. ® 

There were in the state. on July 15. 308 na- 


; d & of these, it is asserted, | 
sacchagllae geste | @ttitude of practically! unanimous hostility 


have given up their national charters in order 
to operate under the depositors’ guarantee 
fund. According to-the opinion of the United 
States attorney general, national banks may 
not comply with such provisiors as those 
contained in the guarantee fund law. It was 
necessary, therefore, for these national! in- 
etitutions to be converted into state banks. 


National Banks Hard Hit. 

The national banks are much the more !m- 
portant institutions in Oklahoma Their de- 
posits on July 15, this being the date of the 
last official report, were $36.820.989. They 

' Dave heretofore held the public money. but 
since the guarantee law went into effect 
these funds have been diverted to state in- 
stitutions—this, at least. is the assertion of 
national banking interests, apparently for 
the purpose of building up the state banks. 

It may be noted that on May 14 the last 
previous Official report of the national! banks 
of Oklahoma showed deposits of $38,342,852. 
Ehere was between the two dates, therefore, 
a decrease:of $1,521,863. 

While there may be much academic discus- 
sion about the guarantee of deposits center- 
ing around the Oklahoma law. it, cannot be 
Said that Oklahoma as yet furnishes a con- 
crete example of how a guarantee deposit 
law will work out under present conditions 
in this country. It is easy to generalize and 
theorize, but Okiahama is the only com- 
munity at this time un taking to have its 
banks provide a guarartee fund. 


State Does Not Guarantee. 

The state of Oklahoma, according to the 
law, does in no sense guarantee deposits. It 
only forees the banks to provide a specified 
Sum, and provides a state banking board 
which *‘ shall have the supervision and man- 
agement of the depositors’ guarantee fund.”’ 
The state through this beard is therefore 
merely the custodian of the fund and deposits 
‘t in the banks. 

- An important point in the discussion of the 
guarantee fund law which has not yet been 
touched upon Is the character of the general 
banking law itself. This provides drastic 
penalty for disobedience of many safeguards, 
and it gives an officer known as the state 
banking commissioner power to call for re- 
ports at any time, to have these reports pub- 
lished just as they are sulmiitted to the bank 
commissioner, to make certain acts a felony, 

and the provisions of the law as a whole are 
much more strict than those of the national! 
banking act. 

This certainly has a bearing upon the argu- 
ment that weak banks would profit by the 
fact that the solvent ones were equally re- 
sponsible for losses to depositors. The bank- 
er in Oklahoma or the minor official who goes 
wrong in the slightest degree may have visit- 
ed upon him swift punishment so that ex- 
traordinary risk ts involved in any attempt 
to do erooked banking. 

Text of Guarantee Law. 

That part of the banking law providing 
for the guarantee fund says, in section 1: 

“The state banking board shall be com- 

-posec of the governor, the lieutenant govern- 

_ or, the president of the ooard of agriculture. 
state treasurer, and state auditor. Said 
board shall Have the supervision and man- 
agement of the depositor’s guarantee func, 
hereinafter provided for, and@ shall have 
power to acopt all suitable rules and regu- 
lations not inconsistent with the law for the 
management and administration of the 
same.” 

Section 2 is the one which provides for as- 
sessment on bank deposits in oréer to main- 
tain a fund of at least 1 per cent of the de- 
posits of the bank. In the event of the 
fund becoming reduced below 1 per cent as- 
sessmients may be mace at once to bring 
the fund to the required amount. 

For new banks with necessarily but limit- 
ed deposits, the capita! stock is assessed 
Primarily in accordance with section 8, 
which follows: 

“ Banks and ttust companies organized 
Subsequent to the enactment- of this. act 
shall pay into the depositor’s guaranty fund 
8 per cent of the amount of their capital 
ftock when they open for business, which 
amount shall constitute a credit fund. sub- 
ject to adjustment on the basis of its de- 
posit as provided for other banks and trust 
companies now existing at the end of one 
year, Provided, however, said 3 per cent 
payment shall not be required of new banks 
and trust companies formed by fhe re- 
organization or consolidation of banks and 


trust companies that have previously com- 
P 


piled with the terms of this act.”

Guarantee Fund First Lien. 

Bection 5 provides for the taking over of 
any bark by the bank commissioner. 

The guarantee fund is made a first lien on 
all assets. This is dealt with tn section 6 as 
follows: 

“In the event that the bank comm: ssioner 
shall take possession of any bank or trust 
oa Which is subject to the. provisions 

of this act, the depositors of said bank or 
trust company shall be paid tn full, and when

Fear Politicians; Accept Law, 

As to the benefits of the guaranty law, there 
are dive: zent opinions, though an officer of 
the Oklahoma Fe@eration of Commercial and

“It is difficult to find. bankers who will 
openly favor the law, hut excepting the state 
bankers themselves, who generally object to 
be quoted for the reasgn.that they ‘fear ¢riti- * 
cism either way might bring down upon them 
the mailed hand of the politician, An official | 
of one of the strongesi state banks expressed | 
what he considers to be the position of state‘ 
bankers by saying that ‘while in a measure | 
it might be of temporary advantage to state-

National Bankers Fear Act.

Thus, when the deposits of stat® banks did 
not jincrease as fast ab expected after the 
new law went into effect all state and school 
funds were transferred from the national 
to the state banks, depleting the former 
for the benefit of the jlatter, Then came 
promises of large state deposits to etch 
natipnals as would surrender théir charters 
and reincorporate as state banks. Be is said 
to the credit of the nationals that not over 
4 per cent of them have ‘vheled to the 
temptation. 

‘The whole proposition in Okikhéma has 
resoived itself into a thinly veiled attack 
the national banking system of the 
country; and this will inevitably follow in 
every state that adopts 4 guatantte system.’ 

Mr. Johnson is a democrat, aswell as are 
the principal directors ih his bank.

branch banking and the system of banking 
dominated by a central bank, such as obtains 
in Germany and France. Narrowed down to 
this point of branch banks or a ‘centra! bank, 
the commission must favor one or the other 
with modifications, unless it is able to evolve 
an entirely new idea. It is apparent that no 
one foreign system: can be transplanted into 
the United States, for conan are too op- 
posite. 

Whether too much empottanedl has attached 
to it, it is a fact that crop moving in the 
United States constitutes a factor in the dis- 
tribution of currency which troubles no other 
country. Semeée exception to this statement 
may he noted In the case of Canada. The 
branch banking system there has been heid 
up as ideal by some exponents,,  ' 


/Test for Canada’s System. 

The branch, banking system in Canada 
worked well along the lines of theory until 
last autumn when through the greatly {n- 
creased wheat crop in the northwest there 
was brought about in a small way the same 
condition@ that obtain In the United States, 
with @ like sudden demand for currency that 
could not be tmmediately met with the vsual 
result of rising interest rates. 

However, the dominion government met 
the situation by issuing, without any spe- 
cial announcement, something ike $6,000,000 
of government notes, distributing them 
among the banks where they proved useful 
in meeting the demand for small pills. The 
branch banking system in itself, however. 
was inadequate to meet this Canadian crop 
moving need. 

In a seties of letters on the currency ques- 
tion received by THE Tripung last winter 
several af the correspondents | favored the 
central bank idea and suggested Chicago as 
the Logical location for such an inetitution. 


Chicago Would Wield Influence. 

Should popular choice finally turn toward 
the central bank idea, then Chi¢ago and the 
west would wield a large influence In bank- 
ing legistation. Once the west should be 
interested in a new banking law and should 
ineist that the metropolis of the west be re- 
garded as the ;right location for a central 
bank, the infllence which would be thus 
wielded om congress would be of large im- 
portance.. New York is the money center of 
the county. Its quick connection between 
Europe afd this country and the long eetab- 
lished relations between barking houses will 
undoubtedly continue it in the position of 
conducting the most financial transactions 
of the country. 

But Chi¢ago as the location fer a central 
bank has advantages not possessed by either 
New York or Washington. In Chicago the 
influences surrounding the management 
It would be 
such as nat to favor @ny particular interest. 

Washington would offer the disadvantages 
of political influence !n the management of 
the Institution. It is as yet but!’ a@ thought, 
this idea of Chicago ae the lodation for a 
great central bank, but it is one which will 


grow as the question of banking legislation 


develops. 


Evade Emergency Currency Act. 

Concernifg the emergency currency enact- 
ment the New York banks have decided not to 
organize under it, as the law now stands. 
Their program at this time is to go before 
congress and have at least two important 
amendments mate. One ametidment will be. 
asked permitting banks to withdraw from’a 
currency association whenever It ao desires in 
the event Of its liabilities to the agsociation 
having beeh mret, Aceording to the ruling of 
the secretary of the treasury, based presum- 
abiy upon the advice of the United States 
attorney general, it ile held that:a national 
bank once @ntering 2 national curreney asso- 
ciation may not withdraw from it during the 
six years’ life of the emergency act, 

Another amendment to be asked for will be 
that in the organization of curreney agssoci- 
ations, the voting power of each member 
shall be im/accordance with its gapital. As 
the law now stands a bank with $100,000 capi- 
tal would have as much voice in the manage- 
ment of an associat'on as a bank with $5, 000, - 
000 or $25,000,000 for that matter. The law is 
highly democratic in respect to the voting 
privilege. 

Officials af some of the biggest banks here 
expressed the opinion when asked concerning 
the money outlook this fall that no extraordi- 
narily high ratea should be expected. These 
banks are making no special] preparation for

Speaking of the government, the British 
postal system has now bé¢n carried into 
every part of southern Hhodesia, and the 
postal runners are taking | Miail as far north 
| as the frontier of the Congro Free State. 
More than two’ million lettérs were sent last | 
year iniand out of gouth aT) hopesies| and. 
| there ate now, something ike thirty+five 
postoffices in the British territories above the | 
Zambesi river. 

During my stay at, the end of the Cape to 
Cairo railroad I took a phétograph of the 
Broken Hill postoffice, which: is now the mail 
, station thest north. It! is more than two 
thousand miles above the Cape of 

: Hope. The postoffice'consi t of a galvanized 
‘iron shed about fifteen feet wide and thirty 
‘feetilong. The ont Seater mleeps in it, and 
he distributes t mails on the arrival of 
the trairis. About seventy bags of mall come 

every week. After this has been sorted it is 
carried by natives to all parts of the country. 

Sixty-four runners; left during the day I 
' vigtted the office. Fourteen of them went 
-to| the Kishanshi copper mines, which are 
280 milés away, ard each) carried a bag 
weighing fifty pounds on his head or back. 
.The meri are expected to mate that distance 
‘in twelve days. Another'set of post runners 
'was loaded with the mall: bags for Fort 
‘Jameson, which lies 300 mijes due east of 
‘Broken Hill, and they will reach there with- 
‘in thirteen! days, while a third has started 
/out for the station of Mumia. which is 100 
miles westward, 

At each of these far away places there are 
‘branch routes going out in. gifferent direc- 
tions, so'that almost every Settler and miner 
thas his tegular mail. Theré\are altompaer 
280 runners to whom the king’s mails are in- 
‘trusted. They have been carrying then ‘for 
wsevetal years, and so far only: one has failed 
to make good.

Early in: September, when the days are 
still uncomfortable with summer heat, the 
football player begins the first course in the 
preparation which is to harden) him for the 
bie contests to come. This preparation va- 
ries in a mrultitude of ways. Some combine 
business atid tralming by selecting a vocation 
which gives them plenty of hard work lin the 
open air, While others, in @erhaps more for- 
tunate circumstences, train a few hours 4 
day on the outskirts of some mountain or 
seashore résort. Whichever way they may 
select to begin their training, they are ex- 
pected to teport to the heed coach at the 
opening of the college season in fit physical 
condition to take up the second step of the 
training counse. 

Work Gets Harder, 

Under the supervision of their coach, cap- 
tain, and trainers the more serious work is 
begun. For the first few days little is at- 
tempted beyond the kicking a catching 
of the football, running practice'to improve 
the wind and endurance of the tandidates, 
and possibly an occasional Mneup for Ilus- 
trative purposes, with all scrimmage work 
eliminated. At the beginning of! the second 
week the half hour of practice is lengthened 
into twice that time, and while the rudi- 
mentary instru¢etion is continued, tackling, 
defensive and offensive formations, and a 
little scrimmage work is injected into the 
training. The mflle or more run around the 
track, followed by shower baths and a rub 
down, closes the day’s work, 

Next the second team or “‘ scrub,” ag it fs 
known. is ‘called into operation, and the 
practice begins to acquire the aspect of a 
regular football game. As the players of 
the two teams contend under the watchful 
eyes of the coaches the latter point out and 
rectify errors in form and tactics which 
the players may develop. The training table 
is started in those colleges where it is not 
barred by the faculties, and the rubbers are 
called in at the end of each afternoon's 
work in order to massage away the bruises 
and strains incidental to the practice.

Dismissal Rale Doesn't Work. 

The dismissal rule) Was inaugurated in the 
hope that it wouid keep the men awey from 
the loan sharks, but it has had the oppo- 
site effect. Almost all loans made by the 
sharks t® salaried mén are illegal and un- 
edjlectable. But the moneylender wields a 
Weapon more powerful than the law. His 
great allies are intimidation and credulity. 

He knows the knowledge which his average 
victim has of the law is extremely vague and 
that the mere thought of the courts brings 
terror to him. Besides this his unhappy vic- 
tim knows the transaction must be kept 
secret if he is to held his job, and so he gees 
on paying the most exorbitant sums to his 
captor, plunging wildly in an effort to escape 
from the toils, but only finding himseif deeper 
and deeper inyolved ewery time. 

The system of money lending is curiousity 
elaborate and has mafty ramifications, Here 
is a typical story which reached its citmax 
recventiy and which pxemplifies the methods 
used, 

An employé at the atiocky ards was earning 
$100 a month with whieh he had to supporta 
wife and seven children. His wages were 
jubt sufficient to make both ends meet with- 
out leaving anything over for amusements.

They have their regu- 
lar spies in every big business establishment 
in the ¢ity, and ip addition to this there is 
a@ standing offer $2, which is paid toany 
one who will give them the address of any 
person wanted by them. 

The money lending business is thoroughly 
organized and the fraternity work together 
in. a harmony which is unknown to almost 
any other class of business men. This is, of 
course, dictated by mutual interest, as it is 
highly important for each of them to know 
the names of the other’s victimea, This is 
affected by means of a clearing house which 
ig operated in such a manner that each 
member of it knows all the particulars of 
every loan made by any of his brethren, and 
ig able to put an effective'quietus to the hopes 
of any dupe who might conceive the brilliant 
idea of borrowing from Peter to pay Paul. 
The clearing house also serves a9 @ means 
of materially reducing the expenses of the 
elaborate system of espionage which is neo- 
essary to the business.

SKillfully Dodges All Questions. 

When asked ag to his way of making 
money thisiman skilifully dodges the ques- 
‘Uoen without appearing to do so, and this is

Various and subtle are the devices of the 
‘loan shark to keep out of the grasp of the 
law. His legal Knowledge must be profound 
in one direction, at all events, and, asa mat- 
ter of fact, a great number of money lenders 
are themselves lawyers. 

One of the cleverest tricks played by these 
men is technically known as the “ switch.” 
Its purpose is to avoid the laws of the court 
of equity which, if they could be taken ad+ 
Vantage of, would prove a method of release 
to countless victims. Under this law no 

, usurious interest can be collected, and once 
the original principal borrowed is repaid 
the borrower can obtain @ writ of injunction 
against the usurer. In @ great majority of 
cases, however, the loan shark circumvents 
this law by the following means: When @ 
victim is so deeply involved that he ghreat- 
ens to have recourse to the court of equity 

‘the money lender suddenly unbends. With 
‘sorrow he admits that hé himself is able té 
do nothing. He is merely acting as an agent 
in the matter and will be forced to go to ex+ 
tremitiea But-and here’ he smiles kindly 
he hag a friend whom he thinks may lend 
enough money to pull the unfortunate out 
of his troubles.

New Vualtare Takes Hold. 

The unhappy dupe eagerly clutches at this 
straw, and is given a note of introduction to 
another shark. This new vulture is most 
obliging. He willingly lends the anfunt of 
the dupe’s indebtedness, and gives him a 
check with which he can pay his old task- 
master. This makes an entirely new trans- 
action, and until the usury has once more 
amounted up no relief can be obtained in 
equity. Needless to say the victim soon finds 
that he is still serving the same taskmaster; 
only under a different name. This is the 
famous “ switch,” admitted by lawyérs to be 
one of the shrewdest tricks ever devised to 
evade the law. 

The following slip is a facsimile copy of 4 
mote signed by one of the smaller victims of 
the loan sharks. The names alone have been 
suppressed. It gives an ide& of the way in 
which the trap is baited. As may be geen it is 
eet out plainly that the interest charged is 
only 7 per cent, the highest rate allowed by 
the law.

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Shackles Tighten, Amount Grows. 

By this clause it is seen that the borrower ig 
placed ig such a position that if by any acci- 
dent he should be unable to pay promptly on 
the day the bill falls due, any attorney may 
confess a judgment against him for the 
amount of the loan,.interest accrued, §20 
fees, and costs. Under such circumstances 
the poor victim who had borrowed a paltry 
$4 would quickly find himself owing $30 or 
$40. The shackles would be on him and he 
would soon feel the scourge. 

Under the old justice of the peace system 
the loan eharks reached the zenith of their 
prosperity. Among the many evils which 
flourished in that unsavory period of mis- 
carried justice few were more notorious or 
oppressive than the ease with which the loan 
shark was enabled to obtain the aid of the 
law in the pursuit of his dupes. On the Sist 
of last December, the last day of the régime 
of the justices, one of these officials alone 
had sixty-three cases listed before him of 
prosecutions brought by money lenders. This 
justice had collected $63 as his fees in the 
cases. but at the last moment of his power 
he began to feel doubtful as to the action 
which he should take. To the amazement 
and dismay of the sharks he dismissed per- 
emptorily every one of the cases,

‘° Law Now Against Him. 

With the dawn of the new era of the Mu- 
nictpal courts and the enactment of the ##l- 
ary loan act the peth of the lesen shark has 
become far more rugged. In fect, ft has be- 
come an impossibility almost for him to ob- 
tain the afd of the law in cases where loans 
have been made on salaries. 

Under the new law the wage earner must 
obtain the consent of his wife, if married, be- 
fore h¢ can mortgage his salary. Further, 
the employer must be notified within three 
days after the execution of the joan. Only 
in the rarest of cases is such a course feaal- 
bie. and, as a matter of fact, almost ail loans 
which have been made on galaries since Jan. 
1 have been made flegally and are uncollect- 


fble. Moreover, it is only possible for a man | 


to mortgage the salary which he is getting 
or will get from those who employ him at the 
time the loan is made. This means that at 
any time subsequent to the transaction the 
borrower can entirely erase his indebtedness 
by changing his employers.

Although they know they are 
utting out money which, in the majority 
of cases, they cannot legally ever recover, 
they know human nature and needs as well 
as they do the law and they rest easy in that 
knowledge. 
' In the first place, 99 per cent of their cus- 
tomers are totally ignorant of the law and 
view it always as an enemy to be avoided, 
never as afriend. They feel that when they 
contract a loan from a loan shark they have 
fone wrong and the thought of legal pro- 
ceedings terrifies them. 

, But a far mere powerful reason which 
prevents them from breaking their bonds 
js the constant threat held over their heads 
of exposure and the consequent loss of their 
positions. It is the rare employer who will 
not dismiss an employé whom he finds is 
entangled with the money lenders and that 
fact is the strongest weapon that the lean

The young eper at Bullion’s dry 
goods store is too busy keeping ledgers, 
Journals, and other books to turn out dainty 
love stories, stirring war stories, or stich like 
books. “Sport” Sawyer is too busy mak- 
tng books at the racetrack to dash off the kind 
of books that would make him noted, where- 
as he now is notorious; or books that would 
bring in cents where now he rakes in the 
tainted dollars. The writer himself) is too 
busy turning out this kind of stuff for the 
price of hie weekly mea! ticket to write the 
really great book he knows he is capable of. 
Other reasons for not yielding to the al- 
luring chirp of the writer bug advanced by 
our unknown geniuses are lack of a working 
knowlédge of English as she is writ, of plot 
and construction.

The mere fact 
that the would-be autho” knows nothing of 
Tibet or of an exclusive London club need 
not worry him, for they are equally unknown 
to the reader, and both are a fascinating 
mystery to him.

Have Plenty of Noble Lords. 

Start the story as follows: ““ We, Lord Din- 
widdie, Bertie Montague, and your humble 
servant, were boring each other in the 
smoking room of the Prince of Wales cluh 
* Here, waiter, bring another toddy of 
Scotch,’ said the noble lord.’’ 

Use lords and noblemen freely, and have 
the characters call for strange drinks, such 
as a toddy in England or champagne ab- 
ginthe frappé in Paris. Never alfow them 
pléebeian beer or a cocktail. 

“* Who is that bloomin’ chap: that just 
came in? Bertie asked, idly, not that he 
wanted! to know, but simply to relieve the 
tedium of our continued silence. * You mean 
the tall fellow with the broad shoulders, the 
inky biack hair, and the deep, penetreting 
eyes?’ asked Dinwiddie.”

T. E. Mitten, President of City Railway, 
Began His Life in America as a Farm Hand. 
* By Edward F. Roberts. 


N the United States, where a large ele- 

ment of the population is of foreign birth, 

it ig matural that many men who were 

born in other lands should win success 

and/distinetion. Chi¢ago, with its great 
cosmopolitan population, ts particularly 
fruitful in such names and among them 
stands high that of Thomas Eugene Mitten, 
president of the Chicage City railway com- 
pany and) one of the admitted experts in 
Street traction matters in America. 

Mr. Mitten is an Englishman by birth, 
heredity, and early edueation, and he bears 
in his person and in his temperament un- 
mistakable signa of the race from which he 
has sprung. These racig! distinctions, how- 
ever, have been modified by the environment 
of the inew country in which he has spent 
most of his life and where he has received 
his business training and found his career. 

Whatever may be said in detraction of the 
English race there is one trait which has 
stood in good stead to the Englishman and 
has been largely responsible for his individ- 
uel ard rational succegss—uncompromising 
doggedness. It is a quality which Mr. Mit- 
ten pospesbes in a marked degree and which 
has carriefi him through sloughs where most 
brilliant mien would have foundered and gone 
under, 


Logical Rather hake Imaginative. 

Mr. Mitten is not an imaginative man. He 
is too jntéensely practical to permit fancy to 
play amy | part in his calculations. To his 
keen, analytical mind oiost matters present 
themselves as simple business problems to 
be solved | by, hard logic and with no refer- 
ence tojany cbnsideration other than the bare 
facts. |At) the same time he is not a hard 
mean and has @ st rong sense of justice which 
has shown itself repeatedly in the disputes 
in whith he has naturally been involved with 
labor. Always willing toadmit that the other 
man has Bb right to be heard, he has a well 
earned! reputation for fair play which has 
been of good sérvice to him on more than 
one ocdasion. 

In person Mr. Mitten ts a tall and athietic 
man, but) apart from these characteristics 
he bears no particular resemblance to the 
Pnglish type. In fact, he looks precisely 
what he is, a substantial American business 

«anan. He; carries himself well and has the 
alert stepjand ruddy countenance of the man 
who is devoted to outdoor sports. That is 4 
racial tendency which ig strongly developed 
, in him, | 

Watufally the great business interests 
which are under his care demand the greater 
part of his time, but whatever leisure he al- 
lows himself is aimost entirely spent out of 
éoors. He is an enthusiastic golf player and 
in recent) years has developed a passion for 
metoring, Whenever thé weather permits he 
motors td and from the handeome residence 
which |he has built at Highland Park; and 
the samhe means of locomotion ie the one em- 
ployed in the numerous trips of inspection 
which he makes about the city.

The president 
listened patiently to all the arguments which 
were advanced both pro and con, and in 
many instances accepted the suggestions

Mr. Mitten has another characteristic 
which marks him from the average so-called 
“self-made "’ man. He is immaculate in his 
dress, and chooses his clothes in excellent 
It is a ermall matter, but significant 
of the man’s character. Untidiness is some- 
thing utterly repelient to him, and his offices 


and assistants must alike conform to the 


faetidious tastes of the “ boss.” He never 
gets angry, but hie quiet alr of reproof is 
muca more effective than the blusterings of 
@ more demonstrative man. 

When a man raises himself to Mr. Mittéen’s 


‘position {t ts prima facile evidence that he is 


@ hard worker, and the street railway presi- 
most essentially that. As before 
stated, he is not in the least an imaginative 
man or @ dreamer. He is a business man 
first, last, and al] the time, and around his 
business centers his main interests in life. 
For that he is willing to sacrifice his time 
and whatever life might otherwise have to 


‘offer him, and undoubtedly that is not the 


least reagon of his success.

Keeps Away from Politics. 

He is not @ politician, and in spite of the 
tangled skein of political intrigue in which 
traction affairs in Chicago have been thrown 
in the last few years, Mr. Mitten has reso- 
lately kept his hands off. He declares him- 


‘self ~itmply and solely occupied with con- 


ducting the business of the street railways 
and leaves whatever politics may be in- 


'¥olved to those who are interested in It. 


Most successful business men of today in 
America are democratic, and Mr. Mitten is 
ne éxception to this rule. That does not 
mean that he invites his motormen and con- 


‘ductors to his dinner parties or hobnobs in 
‘the corner saloon with hig day laborers. His 


democracy is of a deeper and more genuine 
It consists in a firm belief in the 
right of every man to haive a hearing for his 
No matter how humble the employé, 


company is willing that if he has a grievance 


he shall have am opportunity to make ft 
heard. In the course of his career as a trac- 
‘tion maneger Mr. Mitten hes been called 


upom on several occasions to deal with strikes 


or threatened strikes, and he bas. been uni- 


formiy successful in avoiding serious trouble 
through the fact that the diseontented men 


‘feit satiafied in leaving their cauge in his 
jhands. 


Although not a technical man, he makes it 
a poifit to familiarize himselfas far as possi- 


‘ble with the practical details of street rall- 


way work. It is not am uncommon occurrence 


for the head of a great business concern to 
be so ignorant of the technicalities of the 
business that it is a comparatively easy mat- 
ter for experts, such as engineers, etc., to 
hoodwink him and swindle the company, 
should they be inclined to be dishonest. 
This ta not the case in the instance of Mr. 
Mitten, He goes to incredible pains to in- 
quire into the minutest details of the work 
which is under his charge, and wherever 
there ig a suspicion of anything being wrong 
the entire matter is sure to be gifted to the 
bottom. For this excellent reason it is rare 
that any Juggling is attempted with the presti- 
dent of the City railway company by his sub- 
ordinates.

Loyal to Every Trust. 

Mr. Mitten believes absolutely in the neces- 
sity of holding to his word. He has pushed 
forward the plans for the rehabilitation of 
his system not merely because he may be- 
lieve that they are necessary but primarily 
because in his capacity as president he has 
pledged himself to carry them through. He 
has been trusted with the conduct of great 
enterprises not only because he had demon- 
strated his ability but also because he had 
shown that he was a man to be trusted. 

Mr. Mitten was born in Brighton, Sussex, 
in 1865 and received his early education in 
that famous English watering place. When 
he was 16 years old he emigrated to the 
United States, where he worked on a farm 
for four years. But whetever attractions 
the life of a farmer possesses it was not 
meant for so essentially a city man as Mr. 
Mitten, He put in his spare time learning 
telegraph operating and finally entered the 
employment of the Chicago and Bastern Iili- 
nois raflroad company. His rise was rapid 
and constant and he was quickly advanced to 
freight and ticket agent, train dispatcher, 
trainmaster, and adjuster of claims. 

In 1808 he became superintendent of the 
Denver, Lakewood ‘and Golden railroad in 
Colorado and made his first a¢quaintance 
with the street traction business.’ In hisnew 
post one of his first moves was to construct 
several electric suburban lines, which proved 
ac profitable that they definitely established 
Mr. Mitten’s reputation as a street railroad 
man. Two years later he was called on te 
take charge of the Milwaukee street raii- 
ways at the time of a most bitterly contested 
strike on the part of its employés, -

Finds Opportunity at Baffalo. 

The tact, firmness, and impartiality which 
Mr. Mitten displayed at this time drew gen- 
eral attention to him in street rallway cir- 
cles and paved the way for his pelection as 
general superintendent of the street railways 
of Buffalo. He received his appointment at 
the opening of the Pan-American exposition, 
and the manner in which he handled the im- 
menge traffic in the New York ¢ity at that 
time earned him genera) commendation in 
the press. 

As a reward for the executive ability which 
he displayed and: the results accomplished he 
was appointed in:1901 general manager of the 
Internationa] railway company of Buffalo, 
which position be retained until he was 
elected «vice president of the Chicago City 
Railway company in 1005. A few months 
later when the company Was reorganized Mr. 
Mitten was appointed president. 

Mr. Mitten ip a recognized) authority 
throughout the country on the difficult prob- 
lem of street railroad transportation. He is, 
of course, one of these who have the ultimate 
word im the matter of street traction and is 
frequently consulted by managers and others 
in the big cities throughout the *

Press the material perfectly smooth before

three-quarters of an inch away from the 
stitching of the hem; and beyond these four 
tucks which are stitched to a yoke depth. A 
time saving way to plan for these tucks is to 
mark off the spaces as lightly as possible on 
the pattern, beginning with the middle of the 
front, after the width of the hem has been 
marked off. Then the rest of the space can 
be disposed of easily. These tucks extend 
straight across the front, and are equidistant. 
On the right side make a box plait one and 
one-half inches wide, and place the pattern 
on so that the middle of the plait and the front 
edge of the pattern come together, then pro- 
ceed with the tucks the same ag with the

Remember it is a fatal mistake to cut a 
Waist out too much either at the neck or in 
the armhole, The neck line shauld be 4s high 
ae possible, and in appearance should gp 
straight around and never dip down at ail 
in the front, back, or ai the shoulder seams. 
If in doubt as to where the neck line belongsg; 
fasten a tape measure close argund the neck; 
pushing it as low down as it will go easily 
and still go straight around—the bottom of 
the measvre should give the néck line.

Huddied together in foul and insanitary houses there 
@re many, many thousands of men, women, and chil- 
dren of every race under the sun, speaking one hun- 
dred and one languages, the majority of them help- 
less and homesick, in a foregin land, whose language 
and fstitutions they cannot understand and utterly 
ignorant of the first principles of hygiene. When sick- 
ness visits them they lie down and die in frightene4 
silence unless there is a friendly hand stretched out to 
save them from themselves. It is to the service of 
these people that the visiting nurses have devoted 
themselves. 

Each nurse has a district, but the word nurse is 
fetally inadequate to describe her functions. The 
childlike people, but recently emancipated from the 
serfdom of peasantry, among whom she lives ltearn 
to turn to her for assistance in every difficulty of their 
lives. She is counselor, comforter, friend, and, in a 
real sense, educator. One of the most important of 
her duties is to instruct the tenement dwellers in the 


necessity of cleanliness and sanitation. It is a difficult | 


problem which calls for infinite tact and pafience.

Give Their Best Without Reompense, 

The visiting nurse brings to the home of the poor 
gratuitously the same skill and care that the wealthiest 
get. More than that, for she is animated by the spirit 
of human( kindness and compassion. and is looking for 
no material reward for her work, satisfied if she has 
made on: home the brighter and earned the affectian- 

- ate gratitude of some unfortunate. 

Quiet and obtrusive, the neatly uniformed nurse 
makes her daily rounds with her little medical bag, and 
no one’s coming is more eagerly looked for. Bringing 
with her an inspiring atmosphere of cleanliness, health, 
and cheerfulness she makes her way into an ill smelling 
tenement house and climbs to the garret where a Rus- 
Sian peasant and his wife and five children are trying 
to make a home. An incredible number of people live 
,in the house, and the halls and stairways are filled with 
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loafing, tobacco spitting, foul mouthed men. Bui every 
profane and obscene word ceases when the nurse ap- 
pears. The loafers stop smoking. and pull their hats 
off their heads. Many of them are men with little 
respect for women or anything else, -but they all pay 
honor to the quiet woman in uniform. 

Up in the garret there is a wailing little thing. 
dirty and sickly, being slowly killed by a frantic moth 
ers ignorance. The father, out of works and utter], 
bewildered by his misfortunes and strange surround- 
ings, sits apathetically in the corner trying to keep 
some order among the four older children who are 
quarreling fretfully on the squalid floor. 

The mother does not understand any English, and 
it is hard for her to realize that this wonderfully 
dressed woman, who seems to her like some great 
lady, has come to bring to the little sufferer the relief 
it so sadly needs. Finally she is persuaded to re- 
linquish the baby to the nurse, who, with deft fingers. 
bathes the Httle one and administers some:simple reme- 
dies. Then she opens the window and lets the clean. 
fresh air into the stifling room. The mother, inspired 
by the other’s example, is induced to brush out and 
clean the room, although the necessity of such a thing 
mever had occurred to her. 

The other children, frightened at this strange for- 
eign woman, but reassured by her gentle touch and 
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kindly smile, permit themselves to undérgo a neces- 
Sary scrubbing. Finally the nurse turns ito the father. 
She gives him some good adviée and probably sends 
him ‘to one of the settlement houses or suggests some 
place where he may be able to find work. 

It all does not take long, but what ai change there 
is in the shabby garret when’ the mebsenger of char- 
ity leaves. Dirt has given way to cleanliness and 
despondency to cheerfulness and hope. Beéfore she goes 
the nurse tries t6 impress upon the woman the neces- 
sity of cleanliness and endeavors to persuade her that 
fresh air is not an evil but something altogether de- 
sirable.

Children Ill, Mother Of at Work. 

That is the hardest part of her task. A large part 
of Chicago’s tenement citizens: are immigrants who in 
their native land n®yer knew anything but squalor and 
dirt and have become so habituated to it that it is 
difficult for them to understanf# why they should keep 
clean, It is something ,unknown and uncomfortable, 
and instinctively they distrust it. It takes a long 
course of patient schooling to téach them the lessons 
of hygiene. 
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The next place the nurse visits there are two young 
children who are ailing with the croup and who are 
left alone all day because their widowed mother must 
work to support them. It is the same old story of 
tightly closed windows and doors, foul atmasphere, and 
general filth: The cleansing operation has to be gone 
through all over again and then the nurse goes in search 
of the mother and Initiates her into the mysteries of 
that benevolent institution—the créche . 

While she is caring for the children a neighbor 
¢omes in and begs her to visit the family in the back 
parlor, who are in trouble. The man lost his job 
through being drunk, and when he retufmmed home 
knocked down his wife, giving her a nasty cut on the 
head. The nurse goes down fearlessly, for no matter 
how intoxicated he may be no man wdould offer insult 
or injury. If he did he most probably | would be 
lynched. 


She dresses the wound on the wife’s head and puts 
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her to bed. Then she proceeds to tidy up the room 
and care for the children. She is about to go away 
when the man returns. He is sober, frightened, and 
penitenty He humbly begs the nurse to intercede for 
him, and his wife, with the ever ready forgiveness of 
her class, pardons everything with a little wistful re- 
quest that he will not go drinking again. The nurse 
reads him a little lecture and makes him promise that 
he will go at once and look for work and will not enter 
a saloon until he gets it.

Comfort for Deserted Wives. 

Perhaps in the next house she finds that the hus- 
band has deserted the wife, for it is in these neighbor- 
hoods that the largest proportion of lonely women are 
found, The man has been out of work or unfortunate. 
He has not beén able to provide for the wants of a 
newly born infant and its sick mother. The tragedy of 
life overcomes him and he has not sufficient strength to 
remain and face the troubles that have accumulated in 
his household. 

He runs away with the intention of securing work 
elsewhere and of returning again, sometime. It may be 
the wife has not heard from him for months. 

In this neglected and forlorn household the visiting 
nurse comes like an angel of light. She brings sunshine 
and cleanliness and good cheer with her. If she can she 
locates the missing husband and persuades him to come 
back home and ‘take up his duty. .If she cannot she 
helps the abandoned wife in every way possible. 

And so she goes on her round, shedding rays of 
health and happiness in the midst of sickness an 
misery. Almost daily she is called on to soothe the 
last moments of the dying or minister to a little life 
that has just been ushered into the world. She sees 
much of the seamy sidé of life, and her duty takes 
her into many dark and unpleasant places. She is 
perpetually in am atmosphere of suffering and unhap- 
piness, but she herself must always be cheerful and 
buoyant. It is pot an attractive. life, and it is full of 
disappointments and bitter disillusions. The pecuniary 
rewards are smajl and totally incommensurate with the 
wealth of loving kindness which is poured out so freely, 
coupled with a skill and knowledge which it took years 
to acquire.

She makes daily reports to Miss Harriet Fulmer, the 
head nurse, at the central offices at 79 Dearborn street, 
and receives any orders that may come for her. Al- 
though the object of the association is to provide 
trained nurses for those who could not afford to em- 
ploy private nurses and members hold themselves ready 
to answer any cajl from any person in the city, whether 
from Halsted street or the Lake Shore drive. No de- 
mands are made on patients, but every one who can af- 
ford to do so is expected to pay a fee of 25 cents a 
visit. Everything is given) freely to those who are too 
poor to pay this small charge. 

In the district offices supplies of clean bedding, med- 
icine, and sickroadm requisites are kept which are given 
away to the destitute. As far as its limited funds can 
go pecuniary assistance is given in extreme cases, but 
there is little mqney which can be used for this pur- 
pose. Whenever it is possible sick children are sent 
to the country by the association when the parents are 
not in a position ‘to afford such an expense themselves.

“* Association Was Founded in | 887. 


The association was founded in 1887 by Miss Shun- 
way, who is now Mrs, Charlies Hanks of Cambridge, 
Mass. It started) in a modest way with three nurses. 
but later Miss Shumway succeeded in interesting « 
number of prominent Chicago women in the under- 
taking. Miss Pullman, now Mrs. Frank Lowden, was 
one of the most active workers, and gradually sufficient 
funds were collected to increase the nursing staff to 
its present size. The major portion of the expenses are 
paid by voluntary subscriptions, but there is a smail 
endowment fund which provides for four nurses. 

Three nurses are paid by special subscriptions from 
individuals and ane by a large manufacturing plant 
which retains her for work among employés and their 
families. Needless;to say, the number of nurses is abso- 
lutely inadequate to the tremendous field of work which 
lies before them in Chicago. 

In innumerable cases the skill and knowledge of the 
nurses are fully ¢apable of coping with the situation, 
but in serious ilihesses where the services of a phy- 
sician are required the association is still not without 
its resources. Many of the best known physicians in 
Chicago voluntarily have offered their services to the 
nurses and have promised to respond to any call which 
may be made upoy them. 

The association is unostentatious and rarely Parades 
in public. It is simply a little band of heroic women 
who, actuated by the purest and best of motives, are 
striving to reduce'the sum of human ills a4 little.

Mlle. Genee’s Elaborate Dance Costumes. 

| She has four dances, and in the first she appears 
in} an'‘iempire gown.

In this 
she is: assisted by twelve coryphees. The setting, made 
expressly for this number, represents ‘Monte Carlo, the 
scenes, drops, and wings being covered with gold ooin.

In the original she wore 4 simple dancing 
costume of feathery white skirts and white wings in 
her hair. Her dancing doll was one of her great 
crgations, and in it she appeared in wonderful doll’s 
clothes, including elaborate coat and Normandie bon- 
net. Genee, however, never has allowed her costume to 
overbalance her art.

Marvels of Caroline Otero’s Performances. 

It is Caroline Otero who has known how to do this 
to perfection. When La Belle Otero came from Spain 
her dancing was a4 marvel. @he was among the best 
of ‘the! wonderful Spanish school, whére the flemenco 
is classic and natiqnal, and its mastery means to reach 
the pinnacle of Spanish dancing. [It calls for such 
trained skill that it is a legend in Spain that it takes 
eight years to form’ a flemenco, and Otero declares no 
woman under 35 can dance it to perfection. 

Otero was a master of Spanish dancing when she 
made her début in| Paris in 1891. But since then she 
has learned the secret of making the costume take the 
place of art. When asked what was her sceret of 
keeping young, she answered:

Certainly Otero has not stinted the public in giving 
them beautiful gowns. Last year she startled it by 
appearing in a frock of a single piece of lace which 
cost $7,500. By the aid of brooches and safety pins 
she had succeeded in’ @raping the lace in such an 
artistic way as to deceive the audience completely. 
The costume had the appearance of a smart Paris 
frock. 

Soon it dawned upon the audience that the favorite 
had been deceiving them with the story that the lace 
was made originally into the shape of the gown, She 
began to appear in it draped in different ways and the 
secret was discovered.

caught. 

“ There ought to be an amendment tothe . 
national banking laws making it mandatory 
on every bank to insist on a certified state. 
ment, signed by officers of the company, for 
every loan over $100,000. Corporation offi’ 
cers should be held guilty of a misdemeanor 
for knowingly making any false statement,” 


Would Widen Pure Food Law. 


The pure food law has blazed the way for 
a law of wider range, applied to all mant- 
facturers, the manufacturer continued. Here, 
if ever, there is need for effective govern- 
ment interference with present methods. 
. “ Every one has a wholesome regard for the 
‘big stick’ as wielded by the national gov- 
ernment,’ he said. ‘* This federal club has 
veen wielded with telling effect in giving us 
pure food; why shouldn't it insure us honest 
manufacture, too? 
“We need a far reaching law in making 
it a misdemeanor, punishable by fine or im- 
prisonment, or both, for any manufacturer 
‘to misrepresent ingany way the goods he 
makes. We now t canned beef that isn't 
embalmed, and the government guarantees 
that it isn’t embalmed. Why shouldn't we. 
be just as sure that the clothes we buy as 
ali wool are all wool, and that when we pay 
for leather we get leather, and not cheapen- 
ing fraud that looks like leather? 

“I believe that the packers and large cant- 
_neries will admit that this pure food law, 
which was passed through the personal per- 
- sistency of President Roosevelt, and against 
their fierce opposition, has proved a blessing 

in disguise. In fact, I doubt whether the 
packers and other large manufacturers of 
food products would go back to the old way 
if they couid. It has put all food manufac- 
‘turers on & parity; they all-know just where 
they stand,. and undesirable, dishonest com- 
petition has been eliminated. 
“No honest manufacturer would oppose 
such a pure-manufactures law; the best man- 
ufacturers would weicome it. 


Need Honesty Much as Prosperity. 


“Give us a few laws like these, and with 
continued good crops at good prices, We 
haven't any fear of the return of prosperity. 
But we need honesty as much as we do 
prosperity, or prosperity won't be permanent, 
And we need honesty in high places as well 
as in humble; among bankers as well as 
among small business men; among manufac- 
turers as well as among retailers; honesty 
in merchandise as. well-as in methods. 

“No man is big enough and no man is 
email enough to escape this obligation.”’
